Applicants respectfully wish to thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended 
toward their representative during the personal interview of April 15, 2004. 

The interview focused primarily on independent Claim 1 and the art applied 
thereto in the Office Action of January 14, 2004. 

During the interview, it was pointed out that the secondary citation to 
Piascinski '520 relates to a cathode ray tube particle removal apparatus that dislodges particles 
with the use of "thumper mechanisms," and would therefore not be appropriate for use with a 
depressurized airtight container. In Piascinski the dislodging is done prior to assembly of the 
image display device. 



The Examiner agreed to reconsider the rejection of Claim 1 and reopen 
prosecution on the merits.
